The answer to this question It be- 
lieved to be In Hughes' own hands, 
end If the Republican nominee re- 
quests Colonel Roosevelt to make cam- 
paign speeches this fall It Is under- 
stood that the Colonel will take the 
stump to that extent. The former 
President Is taking the position that 
he would not feel free to go into the

A meeting between Roosevelt and 
Hughes la expected to bo arranged as 
soon as the Pittsburgh National Com- 
mittee gets its business ovor In Chi- 
cago Monday, and its report on that 
day Is expected to be an acceptance 
of Colonet Roosevelt's declination of 
the nomination and approval of Mr 
Hughes' statement on Americanism.
